EuRlish and Continental Echoes. 

We havo English papers to tho lStli 
June, in which wo laid eo much to in- 
terest if not oxcito tho gonornl roador 
that wo find room, in this ibbuo to 
refor to only tho most important 
topics. Tho telegraph eonio wooks 
ago statod that at a meeting at St. 
James' Hall a riot took placo and tho 
red flag was raised. Tho mooting was 
called by tho Metropolitan Working- 
man's Coueorvativo Association ; but 
tho Boforni Iieaguo aadombled in groat 
forco and gave chcors for Bright, 
Gladstono and Mill, and groans for the 
Tories. Tho Conservatives seated Mr 
E. A. Fowler in tho chair. Mr Mantle 
moved an amendment that Mr Baxter 
Langloy tako tho chair, which was 
carried by a lurgo majority. 'Tho 
Daily News, of Juno 18th, givos the 
following account of tho disturbance; 
Mr Langloy and Mr Fowler and their 
immediate backorn now stood in oloso 
proximity, and their contest for sus 
promacy bocamo more and moro ficrco 
and exciting. Both paitios hustled 
each other, and tho excitement cul- 
minated in an attempt to drivo Mr 
Laneloy from tho platform. This act 
incensed tho Leaguers, and a rush 
from tho body ot tho hall was at. onoo 
mado to tho roscuo of Mr Langloy, 
A fight between both parties was tho 
result. Tho tablo at which tho chairs 
man was to havo sat was tumbled 
down to that provided for tho accom- 
modation of tho reporters, and tho 
chairs wore nsod as weapons of attack, 
together with sticks, which somo ol 
tho parties had brought. In the midst 
of the melee, Dr Porfitt raised tho Bo- 
publican cap of Jiborty, as did Mr O.-i- 
borno ono of tho Reform League flags, 
and tho supportors of the League thus 
led on took almost complete possession 
of tho platform, Tho conservative 
supporters, however, seemed deter- 
mined to hold their ground, but at 
this juncture they wore overpowered, 
and in tho struggle several wore 
thrown from tho platform and seri- 
ously hurt. Tho fighting, which up to 
this timo had been almost confined to 
those on the platform and near it, 
then became general. Tho yelling, 
shouting and uproar woro indescrib- 
able. After somo oxertion on tho part 
of tho police, tho proceedings became 
less uproarious, and ultimately Mr 
Powlor esaayod to address tho moot*, 
ing. It was, however, found impossi. 
ble to allay tho angry feelings that had 
been arousod, and as contusion and 
disorder woro too groat to admit of 
his being heard, ho addressod himself 
to tho reporters. Tho subsequent 
proceedings woro eonfinod to cheering 
and groaning, and to noisy discussions 
amongst persons who formed them- 
selves into knots in various parts of 
the hall. About half-past nino o'clock 
tho gas was extinguished and tho hall 
cleared by the police. William Mur- 
phy, tho antLPopery lecturer, who 
has been lecturing on tho "Errors of 
Roman Catholicism," has succeeded 
in croating a great riot in Birming- 
ham. Tho Mayor of tho city, admon- 
ished by a report of disturbances that 
had attended Murphy's lectures elso- 
where, rofuscd to allow him to speak 
in tho Town Hall, whereupon his 
friends built him a tabernacle of wood 
capablo of holding 3000 persons. On 
tho 16th of June Murphy commenced 
his lecture by saying that before ho 
had finished his lectures ho would 
prove to the people of Birmingham 
that every Popish priest was a mur- 
derer, a cannibal, a liar, and a pick- 
pocket. [Applause.] They know him, 
and they know ho could provo what 
ho said. Ho was prepared to moot 
any Popish priest, from Bishop Ulla- 
thorno to tho biggost ragamuffin in tho 
lot; and if over thero was a rag and 
bono gathoror in tho universo it was 
tho Popo himsolf. They might 
throaton him with bludgeons and with 
sticks, but when tho bludgeons and 
tho sticks were going to bo lired at 
him, tho Great Eternal I Am would 
direct thorn another way, for God was 
Stronger than tho devil. That God 
had raised him up for a purpose, he 
believed. [Hear.] Popery was tho 
samo to-day as it was in days gone by. 
[Hoar, hear.] it she had tho powor 
(said Mr Murphy) what wouldn't sLo 
do to ycu '{ What would sho do to 
mo? Why, sho would roast mo, as 
she did ltidloy, Oramncmnd Latimer." 
These extracts are a fair specimen oi 
the character of tho haranguo, Out* 



their cutlasses ; with these weapons 
they mado running chargos, but it was 
not until between 5 and G o'olock,whon 
tho police had boon largely reinforced, 
that thoy got tho upper hand of tho 
mob; by that timo many persons had 
boon sovoruly woundod and taken to 
tho hospitals, and many of tho polico 
(who bohaved admirably) had boon 
roughly handlod. Somo fivo-and- 
twenty rioters had boon taken into 
ouBtody during tho melee, Tho Iioubo 
of tbo father of tho Secretary of tho 
Local Protoatant Association, situato 
closo to tho tabornaclo, was assailod 
by tho mob, tho windows all brokon, 
and somo of tho fornituro much dam*, 
agod. Tho riots continued tbreo days. 
Two whole streets wero sacked and 
m<iny persons injured boforo tho 
emeute was finally quollod. Tho Lon- 
don Times is doolaimiug ngainst tho 
ruffianism which has booomo rampant 
in tho Btroots of tho groat metropolis. 
Tho limes says : "Nover do wo re- 
collect a moro abrupt or astonishing 
crop of outragos than has sprung up 
in this first week in Juno. Ten days 
ago London streets woro as snfo as 
thoso of any town in England. Kow 
they are so full of daugorthatit Beoms 
as if nobody could meet a small crowd 
ovon in broad daylight without boing 
exposed to assault and robbory. Tho 
lottera written to us on tho subject 
fillod a whole column of our last im- 
pression, all tolling tho samo talo, 
though dated from different quartor s 
of tho town. No doubt each complain- 
ant thought his own caso uniquo, from 
tho very audacity of tho offence, but it 
appears that precisely tho same thing 
was going on all over Loudon. Tho 
correspondence botwoon Lord Stanloy 
and Earl Cowley in reference to tho 
Grand Duchy of Luxomburg had boon 
iasuod for tho information of Parlia- 
ment. Tho tone of Lord Stanloy's 
doppa'.ches is substantially that nor 
Majesty's Government would observe, 
in caso cf hostilities, tho strictest neu- 
trality j but his lordship did not with., 
hold his counsol from Prussia, and on 
tho 19th of April he wroto to tho Min- 
ister at Berlin that tho Prussian Cab- 
inot might do well to consider whether 
it might not givo way on tho question 
of garrison. "I should wish your Ex- 
cellency," wroto tho nobio lord, " to 
placo beforo Count Bismarck confix 
dontially this view of tho question j 
and you will not conceal from him 
tho doop rogrot with which her Majes 
ty's Government would witness tho 
commencement cf a war between 
Prance and Prussia foran object appar- 
ently of such littlo praotical valuo, o»» 
pocially as such a war could not 
fail to retard tho consolidation of 
Germany, towards which so much 
progress has lately beon made." 
In another despatch his lordship 
wishod Lord Loftus to remind Prussia 
of the disadvantages of her position. 
"She ha3 a very long soacoast and 
ports to defend," write3 his lordship. 
" While tho season is favorable for 
maritimo oporations, sho has no means 
of resisting naval pressure by France on 
her own coasts, and tho havoc which 
the naval superiority of Franco would 
enable her to commit on Gorman com- 
merce, not only in Europo, but also in 
other parts whore it is actively car- 
ried on, might produce a very serious 
financial crisis in Germany." Atten- 
tion was called in tho House of Com- 
mons to a brutal outrage committed 
upon a young midshipman of tho 
royal navy, who had just joinod a 
war vessel at Plymouth, by his 
brother midshipmon. Tho young man 
was strapped down and branded on 
the noso with tho sign of tho " broad 
arrow." Two of tho midshipmen en- 
gaged in tho outrage wero promptly 
dismissed tho sorvico in disgrace. 
Tho Pall Mall Gazette of tho 8th of 
J uno Boys : Our correspondent tolo. 
graphs that a demonstration was held 
in tho Ulster Hall at Belfast, Ireland, 
last night, to protest against recent 
concessions to popory. Upwards of 
fivo thousand porsons were present. 
Tho Orangemen woro tho insignia of 
the order. A largo number of leading 
Protestant gentlemen attended. 
Everything passed off quietly, but a 
largo force of polico wero kept in 
readiness in tho barracks. An 
imperial Russian decroo has beon pub- 
lished whereby all political prosecu- 
tions still ponding in roforonco to tho 
latest risings aro quashed, and all 
persons implicated, oxcopt criminal 
ofl'endors, aro amnestied, No fresh 
prosecutions will bo instituted in refor- 
enoe to tho last Polish insurrection. 
AH Polos interned in Russia will bo 
allowed to return to their homos, and 
natives of tho Wostorn provinces will 
recoivo permission to removo to 
Poland. All Polish priosts aro to bo 
subject to tho Governor of Poland as 
woll us to thoir bishops. Tho Grand 
Luke of Luxemburg has prr raised to 



announaod as imminent. Tho sovero mental 
and bodily work which has fallen to his sho o 
certainly tells upon his constitution ; but, oa 
his wish lo complete tho task in hand is on 
fervid as ever, it is difficult to sny when he 
will find it indispensably necessary to grant 
himself a respite. Tho receipts at tho Paris 
Exhibition during the moinh of May realised 
an averago of fifty thousand francs a day, 
without reckoning the payments for weekly 
tiokels. Numerous purchases for thoir re- 
spective rnasoums aro being mado by Prus- 
sia, Austria, Russia and other countries, and 
many of tho most instructive and useful ob- 
jects have been already secured by them. 
The London Xews says tho Spanish Supreme 
Court of War and Marino has quashed tho 
entire proceedings of the Cadiz Prize Couit 
in tho caso of the uteauier 'Tornado. Lord 
Stanley must now, it is paid, insist on tho res- 
toration of tho Tornado, with due indemnity. 
Louis Kossuth has written a long letter to Mr 
Deak, the Hungarian Minister, which wns 
published in tho Magyar Ujsag,ihts organ of 
the extreme loft in Vienna, The present or* 
rangemeut between Austria nnd Hungary, 
Kossuth declares, is identical with tho ulli- 
matum presented by Jollnohicb when ho in- 
vaded Hungary in 1818, which was reiused 
by the Hungarian Ministry, in which at that 
time Deak himself and tho present Minister 
ol Worship, JJaiou EotvuS, wero tho col- 
leagues of Kossuth. Tho Peslb journals of 
the ;!0ih of May publish a lotlor from M. 
Deak, in which tho latter stales that l.e 
deems it unnecessary to justify himself 
against tho accusations contained in flic letter 
of M. Koeautb, as his whole political con- 
duct is publicly known, and on that conduct 
ho rests his justification. The hereditary ob- 



cts of his political life, ho Bays, havo boon 
to effect an arrangement with Austria, iu 
conjunction with the maintenance of Hun- 
gary's couslitutioD, arid he will not trust to 
unforeseen events, revolution or foreign aid.

About the hour of oleven tie streets be« 
camu crowded, and the Russell House tho 
host houso here — but only n third-rate bouse 
alter all — was thu ooulro ul news. The 
groups of people wended their way toward 
tho Parliament buildings to witness tho arri- 
val ol his Excellency the Qovcrnor»Qeneral, 
At live minutes before 11, a guard of honor 
of 100 men of the Itillo Brigade, with tho 
band, drew up, lining tbo approach to the 
entrance of the eastern block of the Parlia- 
ment bui'dlngs, At LI o'clock precisely, 
Lord Mouck drove up amid tho saline ol 
artillery. The guard presented arms, and 
the haud played "God save llie Quaao," The 
people looked on in silencn at (he pageant.

A most Sorrowful Event — Shooting ok 
an Enui.isii Okntlkhax, — The Montana 
Herald of June 26ih suys : 

We are grieved to be compelled to record 
tho particulars ol a sad tragedy which 
oocurred on board tho steamer Octave, on 
her upward trip of Fort Bonton. Wo have 
conversed with a number ol die passengers, 
and from their accounts we are enabled to 
report an lollows : 

Au Engli.-h nobleman of great wealth, 
named W ilfred D. ripears, wan a passenger 
nn the Octavo, and got on board at Omaha, 
bin behi the rauk of Captain in the 79tb 
Royal Guard" ot London (1) and was a ripe 
seh' lur und finished gentleman. All who 
wero so lortunote as to lorm bia acquaintance 
held him in high esteem lor Ilia inuny en- 
dearing quali'iea of mm ! and heart, und his 
suddeu demise, under seemingly questionable 
circumstances, is sincerely mourned'by u host 
ol udmiiin!,' though new tonnd Ixiemls, 

There were on board tho Oetivo 90 United 
States soldiors, in command ol Lieur. Hurri 
gan. Thero wero two posts for guards, one 
near the smoke stack and tho other abaft tii 
wheel house, Wo presume however, that 
the guards wero not posted lill alter dark 
when Sbey wero instructed to hail all parlies 
coming on board, or approaching the bout 
If there were bin one parly und the challenge 
should be ananswerer), the eentry was to call 
the sergeant or corporal of the guards; bui 
il more than ono the challenge also unan- 
swered, iho guard was to fire. This portion 
of the instructions was entirely unnecessary, 
wo are informed, as it was no easy matter 
for patties to get on board from the shore, 
the boat being '-part ed out' whiio lay ing to. 

It seems thai the crowded stole of the 
steamer mado it necessary lor Capt. Spears 
to occupy a room in the 'Texas/ with the 
pilot, Kobiitt Labareo, At a late hour on 
tbo night ol the 7iti instant, and when about 
a day's run below Fort Buford, Capt Spears, 
in company with Pilot Labarge, leaving the 
cabin, prepared to retire, and nscenileti the 
steps leading to the hurricane deck for that 
purpose. The pilot stopped on the way for 
some reason, and dpt Spears proceeded in 
advance, and eoon niter the pilot heard a 
shot, und rushing up with a lantern he dis- 
covered Spoors lying senseless on t lie deck, 
having received a ball through the bend, 
which cniered near the nose.' |Ho expired 
almost immediately. 

The passengers assembled lor Iho purpose 
of investigating the matter, and the loilowing 
facts were elicited: The night having been 
dark and rainy, the guard left his proper 
post and took shelter near the 'Texas,' and 
while Capt .Spears was in the act of ap- 
proaching the door of his own ruum he wns shot. 
The pilot tesiifi d that he was but a short 
distance from tbo place where Capt Spear 
was killed, and that he heard no challenge 
by the guard. A number of passengers at 
the lime within hearing distance testified to 
the samo effect. The guard, in defence, stated 
that he did challenge, but reccivod no rep ly, 
and that he was noting in obedience to 
orders. It was satisfactorily proved, how- 
ever, Ihut the sentry was away irom bis posi, 
where he bad no right to bo. 

On tho arrival of the steamer nt Fort 
Buford, Ool. Banking, commanding the post, 
ordered tho guard to bn placed In irons and 
returned to St Louis for trial, but at the 
intercession ol Lieut Uorrigan the prisoner 
wus afterwards released ; and here the matter 
rests for the project 

Tho passengers prepared a lull Btntemeni 
of tho l.icts in ttio case, and gathered nuoh 
testimony as could be obtained— which is 
all against the soldier. Thoir unanimous 
verdict was willful murder. 1 his Btutement 
has been placed in proper hand-, and will 
be forwarded to tbo W ar Department and lo 
tho British Minister at Washington for fur- 
ther investigation. Many persons ol relia- 
bility and standing, apparently cognizant oi 
all the circumstances, .Hlrone:lv hinted ni 
jealousy and levenge ns being the cause ol 
Ihe end affair. Of this, however, wo prafei 
not to say anything at piesent, In L\e bopi 
that the whole mystery may bo cleared up 
by tho authorities at Washington. 

Capt .Spears, wo learn, was about 40 years 
old, and has only one relative living — a 
brother— and w is formerly stationed in t lit? 
West Ind es. From mi examination of his 
papers it was ascertained thut ho had an 
abundance of means, of which $25,000 or 
$30,000 was deposited in the -various hunks 
of ihe United Slates lor Ihe purpose alone ol 
defraying bis traveling expenses.
